James Whitcomb Riley was born at 
Greenfield, Ind., in 18538, and was the 
son of ¢ leading attorney of that 
place. He received a common schovi 
education, and, acquiring a taste for 
a roving life through accompanying 
his father about the circuits, gave up 
the study of law, for which he was 
intended, and took to the road, first 
fy a sign painter, then as assistant to 
a patent medicine peddler, and after- 
wards as a member of a atrolling 
company of actors, for whom he com- 
posed songs and remodelled plays. In 
1873 he began contributing verse to 
the Indiana papers, He made a study 
of the “Hoosier” dialect; his poems 
in that vernacular were widely popu- 
lar, and obtained him entrance to the 
magigines. The combination of hu- 
mor, pathos, and sentiment in Mr. 
Riley's verse appealed to high and 
low alike. He became known as the 
“Hoosier” poet, but many of his most 
poetic pleces are Written in ordinary 
English, such as “When Bhe Comes 
Home,” “Ike Walton's Prayer,” 
“Dwainie,"’ “Love's Prayer,” and “Af- 
terwhiles*’ His appreciation of chil- 
dren was manifested to a remarkable 
extent in many poems dealing with 
their experiences, and some of them 
are very familiar ¢o all readers. He 
published a large number of books.

The Orange book @!sputes with 
Great Britain and France concetn- 
ing orders in council of October 20 
end March 30 and the French equival- 
ent of the decree, mainly on the prin- 
ms re of the interruption of the nation- 
ality of merchuntmen, which Holland 
maintains is established by her flag 
—a case in point being the Dutch 
steamer Hamborn, which wus seized by 
« British warship and taken to Hall- 
fax while proceeding from New York 
to Cuba last year, The steamer at 
the time was under charter to an Am- 


erican company. Holland maintaltins 
her protests against the seizure and 
Subsequent requisition of the steamer 


by the British admiralty as contrary 
to the law of nations, “which hal 


already been disregarded in previous 
instances by Great Britain and 
France,.’" 

Holland also protested, according to 


the Orange book, against British sélz- 
ure of postal parcels on neutral ships 
up to June 16, when Holland in a note 
declared that Great Britain's alleged 
evidence of enemy origin or destina- 
tion could not be proved. Great Brit- 
ain referred to correspondence with 
the United States on these points, to 
which Holland replied that she could 
not consider erguments with a third 
power. 

In conclusion the Orange book says 
the government of South Africa offer- 
ed Hollana, not as an act of legal la- 
bility, but as an act of grace, to com- 
pensate her for the destruction of the 
Dutch consulate in Durban durinr the 
riots of May 13, 1916. Holland re- 
fused to accept compensation under 
such conditions,

Recruiting, 
it is due to note, is slow only by 
comparison, A battalion per 
month is not really slow recruiting 
in a province of our small popula- 
tion, a province which has already 
raised more than thirty battalions, 
and where there is a harvest rip- 
ening which it will take many 
thousands of men to reap and 
thresh.

Private J. Hermiston, Formerly of 
Bulletin Staff, Writes Interest- 
ing Letter, 


Private J. W. Hermiston, who be- 
fore his enlistment in the 5lst bat- 
talion, was a:-member of the Bulletin 
mechanical staff, writes an interest- 
ing letter, dated June 29, regarding 
his experiences, 

“Tam still on the job,” he says, 
“and feeling O.K. Ihave been in the 
trenches twice for about five days 
each trip. The first time was a 
scorcher, as Fritz seemed very much 
peeved about something, and shelled 
us continuously.’ ° yj 

“To be taken out of peaceful Eng- 
land, have one's battalion divided tn- 
to about twelve parts, and then find 
one's self in the front line trenches, 
all within three days, is, to say the 
least, rather staggering, and yet, that 
is what happened to the 5ist. Some 
are with the Ist, 2nd, 14th, 15th and 
goodness knows how many other bat- 
talions. With about a hundred oth- 
ers, 1 am in the 7th battalion, from 
British Columbia, The remnants of 
the 49th are very near us, but as yet 
I have not had a chance to talk to 
any of them. 

“You would never recognize us on 
our way out of the. trenches—caked 
in mud, beard a week old, dirty, tired, 
nervous, and sleepy. But one of our 
favorite songs is:— 

“‘Pack up your troubles In your old 
kit bag, .
